Room For Wheat But 
No Box-Cars

Mr. Howe is quoted in the dailies as saying the 
lakehead terminals are only half-full of grain and 
there is room for seven million bushels of wheat at 
Vancouver terminals, but that an acute shortage of 
box-cars is preventing the movement of grain from 
prairie elevators. 

Surely this situation didn’t develop overnight aftid 
the shortage of box-cars was certainly evident months 
ago. If 7 million bushels of Alberta wheat could be 
moved to the west coast it would put about 8 million 
dollars in the hands of Alberta farmers and any 
government official who says the grain farmers aren’t 
in need of cash sjiould take a tour through the small 
towns, where he would soon find out just how serious 
the situation is. 

From where we sit it looks like the government 
still refuses to accept and face the fact that the wes¬ 
tern farmer is in serious financial difficulties. If 
it was really alive to the seriousness of the situation 
surely a closer check would have been kept on the 
box-car situation.

The same condition applies to the 
Banff-Calgary highway, a main tourist artery, where 
half-a-dozen wrecks effectively mar the scenery. 

Surely the Highway Traffic Board can arrange 
to have these wrecks hauled away or otherwise dis¬ 
pose of them. When everyone else disclaims respon¬ 
sibility it is time for the main highway authority to 
step in and take action.
